An attack upon 'newspapers that 
are "bent upon parading the devil 
in life", -was launched by Dr. Wil- 
liam T-'Dorward, Milwaukee, tem- 
porary pastor of the First Baptist 
church and chaplain -of the 120th 
Field Artillery, in a 
sermon, "Is 


America Dancing to Euin?" deliv- 
ered last night in the First Saptist 
church. Dr. Dorward, in defending 
the youth of the. nation, took ex- 
ception to statements of Prof. S. 
A. Ross, of the university, Judge 
Ben T. Lindsay, 
of the Juvenil 
and Evangelist 
court of Denver, 
'Billy Sunday. 


"Goodness is not news," Dr. 


Dorvrard said, "only badness is 
news," and cited a statement, 
published 
in the 
Wisconsin 
State Journal last Friday and 
said to hare been issued by the 
K a t i o- n a 1 
Inter-Fraternity 
council 
indicting 
fraternities 
for obstructing education and 
with being immoral. 
"I refer to the report as a con- 


crete illustration of what I am 
saying against the publishing 
of 


Tbadness' by newspapers," Dr. Dor- 
ward declared. "Not only so, but 
I am now-thinking about the tens 
of thousands_ of -young men all over 
America going to college for the 
f-irst time and the bad effect that 
report will have upon them. 


Poor Psychology 


"It is strange that from child- 


hood up, when we say 'don't' folks 
somehow go ahead and 'do.' In my 
bumble judgment, if the Inter-Fra- 
ternity council had Gent its com-

Senator is rapidly developing a delightful vein 
of humor, although perhaps the gravely judici- 
ous may be grieved at his sallies. What could 
be more amusing than his imitation, at Ply- 
mouth, of the famous grocer, who had no ba- 
nanas, but plenty of string beans and toma- 
toes? 


Farmers thronghoot the West, especially 


those who are still ia the wheat-growing stage 
that 
has 
been 
the 
pioneer 
condition of 


agriculture throughout the course, of'Western 
settlement, are in dire distress. They'cannot 
get enough money for their crop to pay the 
expenses of raising it. Every candid observer 
admits that one principal reason for the low 
prices of wheat is the impossibility of selling 
abroad. European countries, although badly 
in need of food, have nothing with which' to 
pay for it. The reasons why they cannot pay 
are purely political, and the United States has 
been one of the principal factors, through the 
policies of Mr. Woodrow Wdlson, in bringing 
this about. 
Therefore the farmers 
demand 


that the trouble caused by wrong policies be 
righted by better counsels.. 


For reasons he has not vouchsafed to tell 


the public, Senator Lenroot has cot seen fit 
to help the farmer by using his influence in 
favor of trying to remove the purely political 
obstacles in the way of exporting our wheat; 
bat he offers his string beans in the place of 
the needed bananas. He tells 
the farmers 


that he has put through Congress a law by 
which the farmer may borrow money on his 
wheat, and need not pay it back for six months. 
As if there were the slightest hope that Eur- 
ope could buy our -wheat six months or six 
years after the next harvest, unless the pre- 
vailing political conditions over there were im- 
proved. 


Last year, a bill was before Congress pro- 


viding 'a considerable credit to .Germany with 
which to purchase wheat rn the United States 
for ife starving population. It was a make- 
shift; yet it would have helped our-farmers 
out of a tight place, and would have been a 
godsend to Germany. Senator 
Lenroot did 


wot stir a finger to bring about the passage 
of the bill, and it failed. There- are rumors 
about that he received a large number of peti- 
tions urging him to work for this measure, 
but he told a prominent business man: Those 
petitions all have Irish and German names; I 
pay no attention to them. Isn't our Junior 
Senator amusing? 


It was not at Plymouth only, that he added 


to the sraity of his constituents. At Fond du 
Lac, 
he remembered som«thin|: from the high 


school text book on economics, and told his 
audience that every dollar of wages paid by 
the railways must come out of income, and 
the only source of income ..,f a railroad were 
freight and passenger r*tes. Now it is im- 
possible, of course, to cal-l the attention of so 
distinguished a man as Senator Lenroot to the 
adage that a little learning is a dangerous 
thing. Yet it may be permissible to say that 
the truism quoted by him is true only where 
an economic process is dependent exclusively 
on the play of supply and demand. American 
railways, however, are in a more fortunate 
position. 
Their sources of income may be ex- 


panded almost indefinitely by the dexterous 
use of corporation laws expressly devised for 
that purpose. 
For instance, they mmy, and in 


the past at least often have, issued additional 
capital stock and distribute it among insiders 
and friendly'financiers in return for imaginary 
services or over-paid purchases. Whereupon 
the law at once guarantees to them an income 
of six percent upon the stock so issued, while a 
complaisant Interstate Commerce Commission 
adapts the rates to tha new 
requirements. 


Moreover, did not Senator Lenroot, not many 
months ago, himself denounce as "utterly dis- 
honest" those who contend that railways no 
more than other people ought to be allowed to 
shift their losses to tho public, when a rise in 
prices forces them to pay more for the ma- 
terial they need than formerly? 
That prop- 


osition is involved in the claim of the Senator 
that the physical -valuation now in progress 
should be based on the replacement value of 
the roads instead of the original cost. And do 
not the railways contend that they should be 
allowed to add to their valuation the rise in 
the value of the land they occupy with their 
rights of way? Do they not go so far, even, 
as to claim for themselves the "unearned in- 
crement;1 of city streets, where they hold a 
franchise to run their trains over them? Ver- 


ily, railways seem to have multitudinous sour- 
ces of income besides freight and passenger 
rates; and Senator Lenroot's elementary eco- 
nomic wisdom must have been propounded as 
a subtle piece of humor.—Ernest Bruncken 
Milwaukee.

Inasmuch ai we have Mother-in-Law 


D,ay, Electric Washer Day, Prune'Week, Biry- 
a-OSook Week and some hundred,, more or less, 
"days" and "we*ks" given a designation in or-, 
der to increase the sales of certain products, 
ur^let somebody givo wider circulation to a 
hobby, we can =ee no reason why we should 
not have a "Constitution Week." 
Indeed, if 


we had our way about it, we'd have 62 "Con- 
stitution Weeks" every 
year. 
We aro so 


strongly in favor of the Constitution that we 
have always opposed all'the efforts of judges, 
lawyers a»d legislators to set it aside, -or to 
use it to defeat the purposes for .which ft was 
drawn, and have always urged that it be fol- 
lowed to the letter by all persons, but especial- 
ly 'by those persons who make, interpret and 
enforce our laws. So we say to everybody, ob- 
serve "Constitution Week." 


Another reason for complying with tha re- 


quest, and one in which we find much pleasure, 
is that the request comes from the National 
Security League. 


We cannot think offhand of any organization, 


excepting possibly, the K. K. K., that has done 
so much to violate both the letter and spirit of 
the Constitution as 
the National 
Security 


League has. 
It h'as done so much to subvert 


it that we have at times wondered if its offi- 
cers and members really knew there really was 
such a thing as the Constitution. 
Their re- 


quest shows they know of the existence of the 
document. We urge them to read it and, after 
reading it, to make an honest attempt to live 
u-p to its letter and spirit. 


We urge the officers and members of the Na- 


tional Security League'to read the entire Con- 
stitution, but to pay particular attention to 
Article 1, the first of the 10 amendments, com- 
monly known as the Bill of Rights. 
It is as 


follows: 


Congress shall make no law respecting 


an establishment of religion, or prohibit- 
ing the free exercise thereof; or abridg- 
ing the freedom of speech or of the press; 
or the rifht of people peaceably to assem- 
ble and to petition the government for a 
redress of grievances. 
We hope that when the officers and mem- 


bers of the National Security League read that 
article they see it does not contain the words 
"except," "if" or "buts." 


It does not say there shall be no "abridging 


the freedom of speech except in time of war.'' 


It does not say there shall be no "al^ridging 


the freedom of speech if you agree with the 
majority." 


It does not say there shall be no "abridging 


the freedom of speech, but this right may be 
suspended." 


It simply says, "Congress shall make no law 


abridging the freedom of speech." 


We hope that in reading the Constitution 


of the United States the"officers and members 
absorb the spirit of it and under the inspira- 
tion discontinue the espionage- and other im- 
I'ertiment-aetivities, or disband their organiza- 
tion.
